Eleven more (Tass I roads 
still are to submit reports for July, 
and it is probable that Die total net 
operating income for July, 1921, will 
he at least $70,000,000. 
On this basis 
the (Tass I curriers will have earned 
from 4% to 5 per cent of the 6 per 
cent on tentative valuation fixed by 
the interstate commerce commission, 
as contemplated by th** transportation 
act of 1920. 
To have earned the 0

Great Northern had a net operating 
income of $1,073,147, and the Northern 
Pacific: $947,889. 
These figures contrast with deficits 
for June and for the first six months 
of the 
year. 
The Great Northern 
showed a net operating deficit for the 
first half of the year of $1,811,159, and 
the Northern Pacific had a deficit of 
$1,836,005. 
The July improvement was due to a 
decrease in operating expense, which 
amounted to $6,446,000 for the Great 
Northern, or 33.9 per cent, compared 
with July of 1920, while gross revenue 
decreased $8,142,962, or 24.6 per cent. 
On the Northern Pacific, operating ex­ 
penses were cut $6,314,000, or 25.8 per 
cent, and gro?s revenue fell off $7,877,- 
354, or 14.7 per cent. 
Neither system, 
according 
to the 
Wall Street Journal, has enough m ar­ 
gin for paying dividends, even on the 
July 
showing, 
without

losses for the first half of the year.

The 
Hoi Ste in-Breeders 
Association 
Have Taken Steps to Produce 
This Result 


TRADE PURE BRED FOR SCRUBS 


Will Be Alloted to Fanners Desiring 
Them at National Dairy Show 
Held Oct. 8 to 15 


Steps which are destined to double 
Minnesota’s annual dairy production- 
making It $340,000,000 instead of $170.- 
000,000, the record of last year, have 
been taken by the Minnesota Holstein 
Breeders' Association. 
Pure-bred hulls are to be traded 
for scrubs to farmers 
of 
Northern 
Minnesota for the purpose of Increas­ 
ing production in that part of the 
state. 
The announcement of this re­ 
markable move to show the farmers 
how they can double their earnings 
was made by W. 8. Moscrip, a mem­ 
ber of the Northwest Dairy Develop­ 
ment Committee of IOO, which suc­ 
ceeded in bringing the National Dairy 
Show to Minnesota for the first time 
to be held ut the 
Minnesota 
Fair 
Grounds October 8th to 15th. 
"The Minnesota Holstein Breeders' 
Association has decided to trade pure­ 
bred hulls for scrubs,’ said Mr. Mos­ 
crip, " for the purpose of increasing 
dairy production in the northern part 
of the state. 
The County agents are 
making a survey of their counties and 
informing the farmers of this oppor­ 
tunity to trade their scrubs for pure­ 
bred sires. 
The association will ac­ 
cept a scrub as the first payment for 
the pure-bred. 
"The scrubs will be assembled at 
the nearest shipping point and taken 
to the stockyards, where they will be 
Bold, and the price they bring will 
he applied as the initial payment on 
the blue-blooded stock. 
The breed­ 
ers’ association will carry the rent of 
the purchase price for two years with­ 
out interest. 
"The pure-bred bulls that are to 
be exchanged for the scrubs will he 
assembled at the National Dairy Show 
at the Minnesota Fair Grounds Oc­ 
tober 8th to 15th, where they will he 
allotted to the farmers who trade in 
their scrubs. 
"The cows of Minnesota, averaging 
146 pounds of butter fat, produced 
$170,000,000 for the state last year. 
In one county, which holds the rec­ 
ord for the United States, the aver­ 
age waB 140 pounds. 
The minimum 
yield should be 300 pounds, so it can 
be readily seen that the dairy pro­ 
duction in this state could he doubled 
by the use of pure-bred sires. 
"The National Dairy Show’ teaches 
the use of 400 to 500 pound butter fat 
producing qpwg, sp if tjhe message of 
this big agricultural, educational ex­ 
position, bringing together the best 
there is in all branches of tile dairy 
industry, is properly received, dairy­ 
ing agriculture should in two years' 
time add another $170,000,000 to the 
buying power of the state. 
"The county agents will make their 
recommendations to the breeders' as­ 
sociation as to the farmers they find 
who appreciate the value of this pure­ 
bred sire campaign, and there will be 
a pure-bred at the 
National 
Dairy 
Show for every scrub turned in. 
"Never before have the farmers of 
the northwest had such an opportun 
ity to improve their condition as will 
be afforded them at this big education­ 
al exposition. The choicest dairy stock 
in the United States will be assembled 
there as object lessons in animal per 
fection. The most modern equipment 
used in the farm dairy, the creamery, 
the cheese factory and the distribu­ 
tion plant will be shown. People from 
all over the United States and many 
foreign countries will be present. This 
great show has been brought right to 
our very doors and the farmer of the 
northwest who does not take advan 
tage of this unprecedented opportun 
ity to learn how to improve his stock 
and equipment and thereby increase 
his earnings, will lose a chance that 
never may be presented to him again.'

TRADE PURE BRED FOR SCRUBS 


Will Be Alloted to Farmers Desiring 
Them at National Dairy Show 


Held Oct. 8 to 15 


Steps which are destined to double 
Minnesota's annual dairy production— 
making it $340,000,000 instead of $170,- 
000,000, the record of last year, have 
been taken by the Minnesota Holstein 
Breeders* Association. 
Pure-bred bulls are to be traded 
for scrubs to farmers 
of 
Northern 
Minnesota for the purpose of increas­ 
ing production in that part of the 
state. 
The announcement of this re­ 
markable move to show the farmers 
how they can double their earnings 
was made by W. S. Moscrip. a mem­ 
ber of the Northwest Dairy Develop­ 
ment Committee of IOO, which suc­ 
ceeded in bringing the National Dairy 
Show to Minnesota for the first time 
to be held at the 
Minnesota 
Fair 
Grounds October 8th to 16th. 
“The Minnesota Holstein Breeders’ 
Association has decided to trade pure­ 
bred bulls for scrubs,* said Mr. Mos­ 
crip, " for the purpose of increasing 
dairy production in the northern part 
of the state. 
The county agents are 
making a survey of their counties and 
informing the farmers of this oppor­ 
tunity to trade their scrubs for pure­ 
bred sires. 
The association will ac­ 
cept a scrub as the first payment for 
the pure-bred. 
“The scrubs will be assembled at 
the nearest shipping point and taken 
to the stockyards, where they will be 
Bold, and the price they bring will 
be applied as the initial payment on 
the blue-blooded stock. 
The breed­ 
ers’ association will carry the rest of 
the purchase price for two years with­ 
out interest. 


‘T he pure-bred bulls that are to 
be exc hanged for the scrubs will be 
assembled at the National Dairy Show 
at the Minnesota Fair Grounds Oc ­ 
tober 8th to 15th, where they will be 
allotted to the farmers who trade in 
their scrubs. 
“The cow's of Minnesota, averaging 
146 pounds of butter fat, produced 
$170,000,000 for the state last year. 
In one county, which holds the rec­ 
ord for the United States, the aver­ 
age was 140 pounds. 
The minimum 
yield should be 300 pounds, so it can 
be readily seen that the dairy pro­ 
duction in this state could be doubled 
by the use* of pure-bred siree. 
“The National Dairy Show teacher 
the use of 400 to 500 pound butter fat 
producing cgwg, so if 
message of 
this big Agricultural, educational ex­ 
position, bringing together the best 
there is in ai! branches of the dairy 
industry, is properly received, dairy­ 
ing agriculture should in two years’ 
time add another $170,000,000 to the 
buying power of the state. 
“The county agents will make their 
recommendations to the breeders’ as­ 
sociation as to the farmers they find 
who appreciate the value of this pure­ 
bred sire campaign, and there will be 
a pure-bred at the 
National 
Dairy 
Show for every scrub turned in. 
‘ Never before have the farmers of 
the northwest had such an opportun­ 
ity to Improve their condition as will 
be afforded them at this big education­ 
al exposition. The choicest dairy stock 
in the United States will be assembled 
there as object lessons In animal per­ 
fection. 
The most modern equipment 
used in the farm dairy, the creamery, 
the cheese factory and the distribu­ 
tion plant will he shown. People from 
all over the United States and many 
foreign countries will be present This 
great show has been brought right to 
our very doors and the farmer of the 
northwest who does not take ad van 
tage of this unprecedented opportun­ 
ity to learn how to improve his stock 
and equipment and thereby increase 
his earnings, will lone a chance that 
never may be presented to him again.*'
